WASHINGTON, Feb 28-If 
Mayor Curley of Boston 
felt at all disappointed in 
the announcement of Senator 
Swanson's ■ippointnient a:: Secre- 
tary of the Navy, it seems very 
likely that Mr Curley will be con- 
.solcd with the Embassy at Rome, 
for he is considered entirely fitted 
through his knowledge of Italian 
nffair.H and his acquaintance with 
Premier Mussolini and the Pope. 
These considerations are believed 
to have prompted Mr Roosevelt to 
select him lor this post. The 
Mayor's friends consider him one 
of the best-read men in public 
life.

JYicnds of 
the niayor predicted that he would 
accept the ambassadorship, the 
third most important in the diplo- 
matic service, should It be ten- 
dered him.

The Finance Cnniniissinn also 
calls on Mayor Curley to reduce 
th* number of employes a I Lone 
Island, to reduce the cost of main- 
taining a nurses' school Iheie. and 
to establish an "orderly adminis- 
tration" of the island. 

The I'cpoit of the rin-nncc c.om- 
mission was made after an inves- 
tigation covering several weeks. H 
Implie.s a criticism of Institution 
Commissioner .Tames K. Maguire. 
who is held responsible for disor- 
gani'/inp the administration of the 
isla nf\. 

MagU'.ic Is also held responsible 
for the increase in ihe number of 
Unnecessary employes on the island 
and the consequent unwarranted 
expense to the city, accordiiis to 
the finance comniissison. 

CHARGKS 'TATIKNTS" PAU) 

Henry A. Hiffgins, whose pn^i- 
tlon as superintendent of the Loii^ 
Island Ho.spital was abolished by 
Mayor Curley. following the receipt 
of the Finance Conimii<sion <■ e- 
port Feb. 17 was said by the coin 
mission to ha^■e been deprived of 
ths authority he ,=hould hsvp had 
for the propel administration of 
iths Island.

BRINGS ON CONTROVKRSV 

Maguiie's attitude has resulted In 
the controversy which is believed , 
the immediate cause for the aboli- 
tion of Higgin's job as superintend- 
ent of the hospital. Higgins want- 
ed Resident Physician Harvey Wil- 
liams removed for performing an 
plleged illegal operation on a 
patient. Higgins was told by Ma- 
cuire. according to the .IFnance 
Commission, ', ^ '"ind his own busi- i 
ness. '

fore Maguire received the permLssion of 
the ma^or to "remove" Superintendent 
Henry A. Higglns. 

Tile order abolishing Higglns' $4,500 
a year jxist i>ocomes efTcctive tomorrow 
Higgins has indicated iliat he will ficht

The commission pointed out that "the 
pavroll has been increased far beyond 
any possible justification. Control 
aniong the employes is greatly confu.sed 
and the standard of the training .school, 
for nurses has been weakened to the i 
' ixilnt where it is likelv to lose its rating ' 
with the state board of regLstratlon of 
nuises." 

Contrasting expenditures In l!'2fl of 
Sfi.T 1,423 for an institution population 
of 1039 and a ho.spltal population of 
433 with similar populations last year 
of 12,31 and 432 and a cost of $723,921, 
the comrr.i.ssion pointed out that the 
number of full-paid employes .ttniiped 
from 344 to .=i3.i, an mcrease of 5,'i.5 
per cent.. comiKirnble yvith an institu- 
tion pojiulation .jump of l:.ut 18 percent. 
Sixty niu-srs are enough, tiic commis- 
sion claims, properly to administer to 
the hospltBl. iwlicnts and a savi.-ig of 
$35 000 in annual pHvroll is iiossiblp by 
a reduction In the number of nurses.

Senator Parkman Indorses BOl to Abolish It— Urges 
City Government Investigation 



Expressing his unwillingness to 
"subscribe to any cynical theory that 
says we cannot expect to obtain good, 
honest and economical government," 
Senator Henry Parkman of Boston, to- 
day called upon the Legislature to 
perfoi'm its duty and "take (*teps ne- 
cessary for the improvement of the 
city government in the. largest city 
of the Commonwealth." Senator Park- 
man was addressing th« Legislative 
Committee on Cities in support of the 
bill for the abolition of the present 
Boston Finance Commission and sub- 
stitution for it of a new conTmission, 
the first duty of which would he to 
conduct a thorough-going investiga- 
tion of the city government and the 
administration of its affairs. 

When the hearing opened. Senator 
Theodore R. Plunkett of Adams, chair- 
man, cautioned the prospective speak- 
ers and the 500 persons in attendance 
that there were to be no personalities 
nor applause. The hearing was "not 
to be made a political rally for any- 
one," he warned, after declaring to | 
the proponents of tho measnre that ' 
it was their "day In court." 

The bill now before the committee 
looks to the same end as the measure ' 
heard several weeks ago for an in- 
vestigation of the city's affairs by a 
Legislative Commission, said Senator 
Parkman in opening his remarks. 

Both the measures call for an :n- 
vestigation of the city's affairs. Sena- 
tor Parkman pointed out, and a chanse 
in the charter in order lo secuiB an 
honest, efficient and economical admin- 
istration of the city','! business. He 
explained that, although he had in- I 
trod'iccd botli bills by request on so.Tie 
other person's petition, ne felt it bis 
duty to support them and (o spnak on 
their behalf. 



Senator Parli- 
man told the committee. "The cities 
of Massachusetts are all creatures of 
the State, which exists only by virtue of 
the charter issued by the State Legis- 
lature. It is furthermore the duty of 
the State from time to time to examine 
thf affairs of the cities it has creatvd 
and to take steps to Improve their gov- 
ernment." 



Wants Legislators Named 

The Finance Commis:(ion bill, the one 
heard today, could be improved, how- 
ever, by adding to the membership of 
the new commission several legisla- 
tors who would aid them in making Cae 
invectigatlon called for. In Sena'or 
Parkman's opinion. He offered an 
amendment to that effect which pro- 
vided that Legislative members be 
designated as members of the investi- 
gation body, to continue their work, 
until f;uch time as the board should re- 
port its findings and recom-nendatl.ins 
to the Legislature as prcvlacd In '.he 
bin. The other members of the new 
commission would thereupon continuo 
on the regular routine business as out- 
lined for the present Finance Board. 

The pojtion of tlu bill heard today 
calling for three members of the Jios- 
tcn Finance Commission, all to be paid 
a salary, was heartily Indorsed by Sen- 
ator Parkman. He felt that the pres- 
ent arrangement under which there are 
five commissioners, all but tho chair.

Thousands Convlnred of 'Waste 

There are thousands of people In 
Boston who are convinced that there 
is waste, extravagance, tmeconomical 
administration, duplication of ex- 
penses and duplication of effort in 
the Boston City Government. Senator' 
Parkman pointed out to th«. rnmmlt- 
tee in explaining why the bills for an 
investigation have been brought be- 
fore the Leeisiature. 

He then outllr.ijd the past improve- 
ments in the form of the City Govern- 
ment, remarking th&l their apcarance 
w.,s nearly alw.ays coincidental with 
hard times. He spoke of the business 
panic of the '70s, which resulted in 
the charter of 187,3. and of the depies- 
sion in 1907, which, he said, played a 
part in the charter revision of 1909, 
the last time the city charter was 
made over. It Is nearly '25 years, he 
brought out, since there has been an 
investigation of the Boston City Gov- 
ernment with a view to changing the 
methods of carrying on the city's busi- 
ness. 

Referring to reports made in the re- 
cent past by the Boston Finance Com- 
mission, Senator Parkman said that 
they show the necessity for inrjuiring 
into the affairs of tho city. He then 
read a statement, printed in the news- 
papers, of Chairman Frank A. c.ood- 
wln of the commission, whicii .i loted 
the latter as believing that tho Lej.'- 
islaturo Is the only bodv which ba- 
the authority to cau.";e n. thorough in- 
vestigation to be made. The state- 
ment also expressed the Inability of 
the commission to do any more than 
report such <:ondition8 as they might 
find to the Mayor and City Council, 
who could take such aC ion as they 
chose on the report. 

As this was read, (Jhalrman Good- 
win, who was sitting In the audience, 
nodded his head in s."isent. 

Later. Senator Psrl'.man quoted 
Chairman Goodwin as having said 
that the Finance Commission "knew 
all .Hhont conditions in the city," but 
■was powerless to take any action. 
That fact, said Senator Parkman, dis- 
ilnneil (h,. futility of the existence of 
the commission under its present foim. 

Continuing Senator Parkman de- 
clared that opponents to the bills for 
the investigation would say that it 
would lake ytars lo bring about a 
change Inthe City Government. He 
felt that was In Itself an argument for 
an investigation. In order to advanca 
that time as much as jioeeibic.

Meyer was 
postmaster-general in the Cabinet of 
Presiilent Theodore Roosevelt and lat- 
er was Secretary of the Xav\' in Presi- 
dent Taft's Cabinet, lie and his wife I 
were \ery prominent in society here } 
with palatial homes on the north shore ' 
and at .Vewjiort. ' 

First Career Diplomat j 

■I'he Hon. Henry White, who suc- 
( ceded Mr. Meyer as ambass. dor to 
llal.\-, was really .\merica's first career 
diploni.lt, and de\oted ,10 years of his 
life in .American diplomacy. But he I 
was wealthy and socially proitiineiit. 
His first vife was .Margaret Stuyves- 
ant Rutherford, and five years after 
her death, in 1916, he married Mrs, 
Kmilv Vanderbill Sloatie. 

President Theodore Roosevelt said of 
him: "The most useful man In the en- 
tiro diplomatic service during my Presi- 
dency and for many years before was 
Henry White." And to this Colonel 
K. M. House added: "Henry White is 
the mo.st accomplished diplomatist this 
country has ever produced." 

The action of President Taft in 
transferring White from the post of 
ambassador at Rome, which he great- 
ly desired, to Paris seems to have 
ma:'ked the beginning of the rift be- 
tween Roosevelt and Taft. 

While Si i\ cd as ambassador to 
Franc* for two years and was later 
special ambassador to Chile for the 
(debration of the centennar>' of that 
countr.v's independence. He was one 
of ilie four men i.'hosen by President. 
Wilson to assist him in the peace 
negotiations at Wrsallles following the 
close of ih.a World war. 

Child and Mussolini 

While Richard Washburn <"hild was 
ambassador to Italy during the admin- 
i"'tratlon of President Harding and 
President Coolidge's first term he be- 
came so intimate with Mussolini that 
he collaborated with the Italian Prem- 
ier on his autobiography.

Child reveals, in the foreword of the

A threat to take Institutions

Higgins was appointed superin- 
tendent of the hospita.1 in January, 
1930. On February 24 last. Mayor 
Curley abolished the position, 
effective March 2, on the ground 
of economy. 

Attys. Drury and Dunbar F. Car- 
penter were retained by Higgins, 
who then de'^iianded a hearing on 
the claim that the position was 
under ci\il service. 

Commissioner Maguire acted as' 
judge at the hearing, ruling out 
questions when they were objected 
to by H. Murray Pakulski, assis- 
tant corporation counsel.

Faced with the problem of providing 
relief for all recipients of public aid, 
Me.yor Curley took steps today to make 
certain that, all needy peison.s are pro- 
vided with the necc.isaries of life dur- 
ing the financial crisis. 

He devoted the entire morning to con- 
ferences at City Hall with the overseer,? 
of public welfare, representatives of 
public utilities, and officials of food 
and coal companies. 

At the cnncluslon of the conferences. 
Mayor Curley announced thai; the fol- 
lowing arrangemenrs had been made 
for those receiving aid from the public 
welfare department or from the soldiers 
relief department: 

Tickets good for meals hi certain 
restaurant-s will be i-ssiied.

There will be no shut-ofts of electric 
or Ra,-> service during the period that 
banfo remain clo.scd.

Urges Mayor to Abolish 
' City Department 



Asks Cut in Appropriations 
From $39,000 to $15,000 



The alioUtlon of the Public Celebra- 
tions Department of the City of Bos- 
ton, -with a Bavinjf of ?9(XX), and a re- 
duction from 539,000 to $15,000 In appro- 
priations for public celebrations. Is 
recommonded in a report of the 
Finance Commission to Mayor Curley. 
The $35,000 accordinK to the BMnance 
Commission "will provide only the 
minimum observance fitting for our 
more siffnificent legal holidays." 

The suggestion that celebrations be 
confined to "significant legal holidays" 
would mean not only the elimination 
of the Evacuation Day observance at 
South Boston and Bunker Hill Day in 
Charleatown, Juno 17, but some legal 
holidays. Already the citv has appro- 
priated $2900 for March "l7 at Soutlt 
Boston. The accusation is made that 
the demands for celebration.^ ' come 
principally from those who are directly 
participating In or deriving profit 
f:.-om them." 

Taxpayers Settle 

Participants are paid in whole or in 
part by city funds, it is charjfcd, «nd 
the taxpayers settle for extra pay of 
chauffeurs, decorations of city, and 
i!Ometimo.5 of private biiildinga, eta -well 
as tlowers, public banquets, photo- 
Rraphs and candy. Amount.^ varying 
from $9000 to SJ.5,000 have been paid 
for June :!? and from $5000 to $10,000 
for llvacuation Day, March 17. For 
other celebrations the JPinauce Cora- 
mission believes the city Is proposing 
to make a disiii'oportionate contribu- 
tion. 

The Finance Commission believes a 
"reason«,ble »um" should be expended 
for July 4 and a small amount for a 
Christmas tree on the Common. "The 
ad\'isiibility of a )i<.rjfr expenditure for 
Memorial Day Is "according to the 
Commission" nomewhat more ques- 
tionable." 

Fin Com Report 

The Finance Commission report 
says, in part: 

""rile finance Commission desires at 
thi.'? time to record the conviction of 
lt.i members that the present state of 
the city finances warrants .an Immedi- 
ate curtailment of the expenditures of 
taxpayers' money for public celebra- 
tlonii. 

"The present budget contains an 
item of $39,000 for public celebrations, 
considerably less than was spent In 
previous years, but nevertheless more 
than the taxpayers today should be re- 
quired to provide. 



"For many years, our public e»l«l»ra- 
tlons have been growing less sponta- 
neous and more commerelaHied, with 
the result that the present demand for 
them, comes principally from those 
who are directly participating In or 
deriving proHt from them. This applies 
particularly to the March 17th celebra- 
tion of Evacuation Day, and the June 
17th celebration of Bunker Hill Day. 

Paid by City Funds 

"E.taminatlon of bill.'! paid by the 
city in recent year.s on account of these 
two celebrations leads to the Impres- 
sion that Bub.stantially all the official 
participants therein arc paid in whole 
or in part by city fund.-i. At indoor 
exercises, the singer.-j are paid, the 
piano players are paid, and the speak- 
ers are frequently paid. If the cele- 
bration Is held outdoors, the taxpayer 
pays for the transix^rtatlon of some 
of the marching units, for mu.slc, for 
the hire of automobiles for the lenders, 
and for refreshments for all and run- 
dry. 

"If It be a sporting event, the ta.x- 
pa.ycr pays the contestants, u.?ually 
in the form of a, cash prize, and also 
pays for the umpires, the supplies and 
the Incitientals. Ho furnlshe.s the extra 
pay to the chaufteurs of city automo- 
biles for the tiirie spent in driving ttie 
I ofhcials who are in charge of or in 
I some way conneL-ted with the celebra- 
tions. He pays for the decoration of 
public buildings and occasionally for 
the decoration of private buildings, In- 
cluding the residences of oHiclals. For 
some he bviys flowers, for others photo- 
graphs, and for .still others, candy. 

"He pays the extra wages for the 
elevator aer\'ice at City Hall when 
Mie committee In charge of a celebra- 
tion holds ft meeting in the evening. 
In one case, he even paid the rent 
'of the local office of a committee In 
charge. He pays the custodian of a 
city building for extra hours. I,a3t 
year he paid $10 apiece for the hire 
of ?,5 cars to be used by guests In a 
parade.

On the con- 
trary, Democrat after Democrat, even 
including the eminent and intensely 
worthy Carter Glass, rose to cry the . 
President down. Really, they said, things' 
have never had any chance of b<'ing as 
serious as President Hoover declared, 
not by a long way. Time and aRain, Mr. ' 
Hoover told the House and Senate both 
in public and in private conference at 
Washington all and more than ho had 
said at Des Moines. But the Congress 
would give no heed. They insisted on 
Iwaiting mitll a national crisis had come 
jbefore tliey would hear the country's 
'Chief Executive and fc'low him as they 
now do. 

Right here in the city of Boston there 
have been voices not lacking in courage 
to tell Mayor Curley the full seriousness 
of his own municipality's situation. The 
Municipal Research Bureau has been 
steadily at work in this truth-telling 
task since last June, bringing forward 
flgiu-es and facts which told the whole 
story of Boston's need for economy in 
a way that could not be denied. But 
what answer has the faithful work of 
the Research Bureau met at City Hall? 
On most occasions, this group and other 
straight-thinking civic leaders have re- 
ceived only abu.se. Instead of welcom- 
ing their truth-telling, so that steps 
could be taken to strengthen Boston's 
credit for an impending time of sore 
I need, these men luue been told tliat 
' they ought to gloss the truth over and 
not speak it out, lest the city's credit be 
harmed by adml.'^slon of facts which 
City Hall said were better concealeti.

Friends Believe Mayor Would Be of Great Service 
In "Little Cabinet" 



Friends of Mayor .lamps M. Curley 
are said to be bringing- strong pressure 
to bear upon him not to leave the 
United States duing these tini'-s 
ihould he he offered surh a proijosition. 
The pressure is occasioned hy press 
dispatches from Washington and New 
Yorli recently to the effect that the 
Boston execuiive wax being considered 
for the office of Ambassador to Italy. 

In view of the fact that rumors th2 
pa.st weelt have reached City Hall that 
something definite is due soon, and 
that Mayor Curley will be tendered an 
Honor hy President FranUlin I). Roose- 
velt, that will take the Mavor out of 
Iho Un,ited States, his friends, though 
appreciating the high honor that would 
come to him, are insistent that his 
known executive and administrative 
ability would be of greater service in 
this country than elsewhere during 
the present economic and industrial 
crisis. 

Close friends have {or weeks been 
attempting to prevail upon him to an- 
no, ince that he would finish his term 
ns Mayor, but ail were forced to admit 
that with only the remainder of his 
term to serve it would be hardly fair 
to ask him to refuse a Federal berth. 

Unti. the sugm-Etion came via iness 
di-patcbes from V';i hington and New 
York, naming a berth in Italy as a 
possibility, his intimate friend.-, were 
content with ths Idea that he would 
rema"! in the L'riited States. 

It was sai<l toiay that repr?scnta.- 
t:oT s were being :nade at Washmgtc'i 
that Mayor James M. Curley would be 
an fxcellent man for the position of 
Assistant Sec'ctary of War. In view 
of the widespit^ad plans of President 
Roosevelt for "h'! estalilishmont of 
grc.'it construction camps to ;iid the 
unemplo.yed. and at the same t'me to 
develop natural resources. 

The post of Assistant Secretary of 
:War under President Hoover was held 
by Frederick H. Payne of fjreenfield, 
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Mass. It Is also urged that Curley Is 
a Massachusetts man, and irrespective 
of tile known executive and adminis- 
trative abilities of Boston's Mayor, it 
might be filling to give to Massachu- 
setts that place in the "Little Cabinet."
